KONA, Territory of Hawali, April 
18.—(4)—-The village of Hoopuloa, on 
the southwest shore of the island of 
Hawaii, was completely wiped out this 
morning by an avalanche of lava that 
burst forth from the volcano Mauna 
Loa. Ten to fifteen homes were en- 


gulfed, but there is no report as to 
what became of the inhabitants. 


A flood of molten rock pouring out | 


from the crater struck the sea at 6:21 
a. m., starting the ocean boiling sev- 
eral hundred feet out at sea. 


Engulfed by Fifty Feet of Lava. 

Plunging into the water just south 
of Hoopuloa, the lava turned in the 
direction of Kona, filling the bay and 
completely ‘burying the landing and 
from ten to fifteen homes located in 
the vicinity. 

All houses and the wharf at 
Hoopuloa were engulfed under fifty 
feet of lava, the postoffice being the 
last building .to go. It burst into

As the streams of lava, which flowed » 
from an 8,000 foot level in \approxi-° 
mately fout days, approached the ocean 
Saturday afternoon it split into. two 
branches. Eight hundred feet from 
the watér one stream turned toward 
Hoopuloa and the other started in the 
direction of Milolil. 


Airplanes Hover Over Ruins. 
Army airplanes arrived a few hours 
after. the village was wiped out, but 
were unable to locate the flow defi- 
nitely because of the dense steam and 
smoke. The aviators reported the 
heat was intense at an elevation of | 


3,000 feet. Huge clouds of steam hung | L— 


over the ocean, rising to a height of 
several hundred feet. As the lava 
struck the water, tremendous rockets 
of steam shot into the air showering 
the entire region about the bay. 


Sight Awes Hufidreds. 

ABOARD STEAMER HALEAKALA, 
Island of Hawaii, 12:40 p. m., April 18. 
—(/)—Several. hundred passengers 
gazed awestricken today while the 
great volcano, Mauna Loa, rising into 
the clouds from the island of Hawaii, 
belched forth a fiery river of lava. As 
the vessel cruised along the south 
coast the flow coming down the slopes 
of the mountain presented a most gor- 
geous picture. 


Had Population, ef About 100.

Hoopuloa was one of the few typically 
Hawalian villages remaining in. the 
islands. It comprised a cluster of from 
ten to fifteen homeg of the old Ha- 
walian style, numbering a population 
of approximately 100 persons.

HIwo, T. H., April 138.—)—The 
flow of lava moving in the direction 
of Kahuku was within three miles of 
the government road today, crackling 
and sizzling on an 1,800 foot front. |

Mauna Loa has been an awe-inspir- 
ing sight since it began disgorging 
flaming masses a week ago after 2 
period of five years of inactivity. The 
mountain reaches 14,678 feet into the 
air and is perpetually capped with 
snow. It is the highest active volcano 


in the world.

Surprising three burglars at work in 


a tailors’ supply store at 1544 North,

Killings Uncover Booze Plant. 
When the detective commander's 
men droped behind the scenes yester:

Seeking the slayers of the two men 
who were put away last Thursday, sup- 
posedly by rival booze hustlers, the 
police raided a warehouse at 530 North 
Racine avenue and came upon the 
fresh whisky factory. Prohibition Di- 
rector E. C. Yellowley, who made an 
inspection yesterday, gazed upon thou- 
sands of empty bottles, 800 filled 
bottles, many thousand labels for 
whisky brands that the most knowing 
connoisseurs would smile lovingly 
upon, many drums of alcohol, four bar- 
rels of whisky, and elaborate distilling 
machinery. 

“ It is undoubtedly one of the bigwest 
supply sources in the whisky pro- 
ducing trade,” Mr. Yellowley said.

THE UNIVERSAL DRAFT 
BILL. 


When the senate committee on military affairs 
began hearings on the Capper universal draft bill 
John Thomas Taylor, vice chairman of the Amer- 
ican Legion, made the introductory statement: 
“The object of the legislation is twofold: first 
to promote peace, and that is the primary object; 


‘and next te see to it that there shall be in the 


event of another emergency no slackers and no 
profiteers.” 

The draft bill is a radical revision of the national 
defense act. The purpose of a defense act is to 
fight wars, not to prevent them. It is tested after 
the war has begun and not before. It might be 
that a nation’s defense scheme would be so good 
that no other nation would risk an attack upon it. 
That is the hope of a peaceable nation when it pre-

They used to make same phenomenal time, 
tes. In 1337, for example, the postefice depart- 
ment required the express mail ceaches over the 
eld National road to make the distamce from 
Washingten to St. Leuls in 84 hours. Wha the 
peny express was iInaucurated in 1360 it was taking 
letters 22 days te go by vessel from New Yark to 
Panama and thence to San Francisco. The pony 
express cut the time about fourteen days, the 
herseback trip from St. Jeseph, Me., to Sacra- 
mento, Cal, belng made ia elght days. 

In 1364 the postoffice department persuaded the 
railroads to Introduce the railway postoffice cars, 
and still mere time was clipped off. The mails 
have always been in the van in the progress of 
swift transportation. It was enly a few days ago

KRIM’S ENVOYS ARRIVE

CAMP BERTEAUX, Morocco, April 
18.—Moorish Spahis stood dismounted 
and immobile on their side of the arched 
arabesque gateway to Camp Berteaux 
at 11 o’clock this morning as the tour- 
ing car bearing Adb-el Krim’s peace 
delegation came down the sun-scorched 
road from the town of Taourirt. There 
was no salute, no presentation of arms, 
nor military recognition of any kind 
for the three envoys from the Riffian 
hills. They in turn looked neither 
to the right or left and made no sign 
whatever when the gates opened. 

A moment later their car rolled 
across the portal and three of France 
and Spain’s bitterest adversaries were 
closed within the French fortress. 
Nearby, on top of a hill overlooking 
the arid wasteland for many miles 


around, stood a group of Spahi horse 


men, watching every road. To them, 
who are Moors by blood, though they 
are French soldiers by the fortunes 
of war, today’s event could not be 
more solemn, nor more portentious if 
they were carried out in the Hall of 


Mirrors at Versailles. 


Camp Berteaux—named after the 
French war minister who was killed 
in a flying accident in 1910—was chosen 
as the meeting place for today’s pro 
ceedings because of its proximity to 
the Riff lines and its isolation from 
the native cities of Morocco. 


A Remote Army Post. 


Camp Berteaux is nothing but a re 
mote army post built in the midst 
of a vast sweep of desert country from 
which the hills of Benibuyahi—Abd-!l 


Krim’s ramparts—-lie bine along the

W hat is your life worth? Economists tell us that the 
value of the average life in the population is $5,000. 
At age twenty, it is $8,000. At age fifty, $5,800. The 
value of a very young baby is $180 and a man at age 
eighty represents a liability of $1400. Such figures 
may be subject to economic proof but they will tell 
little of the real story of life. A man or a woman who 
reaches eighty should not be leoked upon as a liabil- 
ity but as one who has won a great victory. You cer- 
tainly would not sell your baby for $180 or for 
$180,000,000. 

There is really no money value that can be placed 
upon human life whatever it may be worth to the 
State. How do you compare your money possessions 
with your physical health and life? No sentible man 
will dispute that his physical reserves are vastly more 
important than his financial reserves. The man who is 
physically bankrupt—or is on the verge of physical 
bankruptcy—views a million dollars with about as 
much interest as he would a load of sand. 

There is overwhelming evidence as to what causes 
premature physical failure. But what are the remedies ? 
Foresight, courage, action, and the determination to 
correct the factors which prematurely age us will do 
the work. How have cities like Chicago succeeded in 
making such a reduction in the death rate? By search- 
ing out every spot in the city where disease might be 
hatched out, by applying immediate emergency meas- 
ures of correction and thereafter by putting on the 
statute books sanitary laws to prevent such conditions 
from arising in the future.

Sefior Oli- 
veira refused the offer, declaring it 
was his duty to the Polivian govern- 
ment to protect the Peruvian legation. 

Meanwhile the mob succeeded in 
smashing through the doors and ob- 
taining entrance to the legation. Then 
a strong force of police arrived on the 
scene and made short work of the 
rioters.

“Those who would exalt it into a 
profession—a position it deserves— 
bave been teo much in the minority to 
have general credence given to their 
viewpoint.” 

The dominant idea, Mr. Ives assert- 
ed, which seems to pervade all defini 
tions of a profession is one of educa- 
tion or learning. The professional man 
supplies a personal service for which 
he has been specially trained. The non- 
professional man makes or sells goods 
and things apart from himself. Per- 
sonal service is generally a minor item 


That service, as emphasized today, en- 
titles those who supply it the right to 
be classed as members of a profession 
to the same extent as are doctors, law- 
yera, and others. 

Modern civilization, with its complex 
structure, has become so intricate that 
the insurance man who posts himself 
only on the rudiments of his calling is 
sure to find quickly that he has been 
discarded, Mr. Ives said. He discovers 
that his business requires a superior 
brand of intelligence. 

“It is becoming increasingly difficult 
to sell big insurance lines without some 
service arrangement,” the executive 
asserted. “Even the ordinary buyer 
is becomming more and more accu> 
tomed to look upon the insurance agent 
as a counselor and friend, and not as 
a bothersome pest.” 


Reward for Service. 


There is a rapidly growing field for 
the expert insurance counselor — for 
the man who makes insurance his pro- 
feasion, and not his occupation. His 
rewards will be ample and adequately 
measured by the extert and character 
of the service rendered. 

In its larger phases, insurance was 
declared to have become too big and 
too vital for any one but a profes- 
sional expert to succeed tn applying it 
to the public. Insurance has become 
@ profession to those who make it such. 
To all others it will continue to be only 


a trade.

St. Louis, Mo., April 18.—[Special.] 
~The recent election in Illinois “ was 
décided by slogans, not by reason,” ac- 
cording to Chester H. Rowell, regent 
of the University of California. Prof. 


Rowell spoke today at a massmeeting 
in connection with the annual conven-. 
tion of the National Leaguewf Women : 
Voters. ' 

“Issues, if they are to be agitated, 
should be agitated intelligently and 
honestly,” said Prof. Rowell. “ The 
campaign in Illinois was made, not by 
arguments, but by slogans. If we are 
governed by slogans, democracy will 
fail. f 

“ Slogans are an appeal to laziness. 
We are better informed than our fore- 
fathers who were. intelligent enough to 
follow the Lincoln-Douglas debates, 
but we are simply too lazy and have 
too many distractions to think of gov- 
ernmental questions. This is the op 
portunity of the demagogue.”

Prof. Rowell said it was up to the 
woman voter to end “this lazy toler- 
ance 6f hand-medown slogans” and 


in pellet fashion, by political dema. 
gogues.” 

“Curiously enough,” he said, “ the 
whole or this year’s campaign is going 
to center on two issues, neither of 
which, except in a historic sense, ex- 
ists. They are the world court and 
prohibition. Except as noise makers, 
these issues are settled; in one sense, 
the world court is still unsettled, not 
that we could do anything to unsettle 
it, but any other nation could and 
may. 

“The matter is out of our hands. 
There is no American issue in it. There 
is a decided world issue in which the 
progress of the world depends upon 
our - reservations being accepted by 
other nations.”

Rare Performance.

Magnificent is quite the only word 
that fits Moritz Rosenthal’s Beethoven 
playing at the Princess theater yes- 
terday afternoon. Once in a great 
while in this business of running from 
one recital to another one is able 
to hear the result of a great inter- 
preter’s mind applied to a great com- 
poser’s mind, and it is worth running 
to several dozen recitals to hear, 

When Mr. Rosenthal had finished 
playing two major sonatas, opus 101 
and opus 57, the audience sat tight 
andi refused to move until after six 
or eight or ten bows he came back 
to the piano and played—more Bee- 
thoven. This, ome takes it, isa bit 
of a record. It is not hard for a 
pianist to get an encore. He only 
needs plenty of speed and plenty of 
notse at the keyboard. Beethoven en- 
cores, owever, are apparently re- 
served for the Rosenthals, and Rosen- 
thals are not -numerous, 

This was the first of three histori- 
cal recitals by the famous virtuoso.
